Wania the Rales to IJe Increased— Local 

Modern Woodmen Members arc 

Interested In Outcome 
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In the BUpcrior court of Chicngo Fri- 
day injunction proceedings were started 
acninst the ofiidals of the Modem 
Woodmen of America, to restrain them 
from submitting to a vote the question 
of whether or not the rates of 
society shall be rniaed, as w 
last December. ''■ 

The conaitutionality of the statue, 
approved by the Legislature last May, 
amending the state insurance act, under 
which the proposed vote is to be taken, 
if attacked in the bill and a court order 
declaring it to be void Is sought. 

The bill is brought by Addison Jones, 
a beneficial member of the society since 
1889, who carries $3,000 life insurance 
under which his wife, Mrs. Mary Jones, 
is beneficiary. 

A factional fight broke out in the 
society over the queatioh of rates, fol- 
lowing the adopiton of the new table of 
rates for assesiments by the head camp 
in January. 

Jonep, in his bill, contends that the old 
rates never had been adequate to collect 
the cost of benefits and carry out" the 
ations of the society but says thatobilg- 
iiewratesare fair and equitable and 
'^ will place the beneficiary and general 
• funds of the society on a sound financial 
basis. 

Under, the amended act, oflicers of in- 
surance societies may submit the quest- 

' ion of repeal to the total membership 
on the application of 10 percent of the 

' members after the adoption of by-laws 
on the proposition of a change in assesa- 
ments. 

The society, which is said to have a 
membership of over 1,200,000 in the 
United Stales and Canada, will be ruin- 
ed and iU beneficiary fund exhausted 
if the rates adopted in January are not 
allowed to remain in effect, Jones al- 
leges. ' 

He asks the court to reat-ain the ex- 
ecutive council of the society from sub- 
mitting the question of a repeal to a 
vote, on the ground that the . new 
statue is void and unconstitutional 

If the question of repeal in submit- 
ted to the members, it will involve an 
unnecessary, expense, of $75,000 for 
printing according to the bill

Will be Heard Before Ihc Supreme Court 
October 19 

October 10 is the day that has bfen 
set for the first hearing on the onjec- 
tions to the assessment roll on the 
Genesee street bridge at Waukegan, 
before the Supreme court.

By taking an advisory vote Wednes- 
day afternoon the Lake County Board 
of Supervisors decided not to act on 
the matter of building a tuberculosis 
institute at this time. The vote was 
twelve to six. 

This means that the proposition of 
buildmg a tuberculosis institute ori the 
county farm has been "tabled," for the 
present, and, the general opinion is that 
it will remain just where it is for some 
little time to como. 

The reason given by a number of the 
supervisors for their action and their 
vote was that the Tent Colony west of 
Waukeganis entirely 8ufri(|ient for the 
needs of the county patients. This is 
known) to be a well managed Institu- 
tion and although the expenses are 
heavy, for the care of a patient, it is 
believed that it is cheapef, and just as 
good service as a tent colony would be 
for the supervisors. 

The board met at the county poor 
farm for dinner Wednesday noon, an 
annual custom and the matter of the 
tuberculosis in'stitiiie wasdiacussed, 

It is thought that the action will re- 
ceive the commendation of Lake Coun- 
ty citizens as it would coat a large sum 
of money. , 

Several supervisors who were in Wau- 
kegan Wednesday stated that besides 
drainage being a means of redeeming 
swamp land in the county that dikes are 
another means of making swamp land 
available. Thjs plan has worked out 
successfully along Grass Lake in places 
where cliib houses and other summer 
quarters have beenbullt 

The reason the dikes are better in 
places Is that if drainage was installed 
in some instances a whole lake would 
have to be drained which would be un- 
desirable and almost an impossible task. 
However, the dike would narrow down 
the stream and keep the water within 
bounds and keep It from flooding the 
land after every heavy rain during the 
fall. It is believed that hundreds of 
acres of land in this way could be easily 
redeemed and turned to land for farm- 
ing purposes. It is stated that the 
flooding;overthe dikes during the spring 
would serye the purpose of fertilizing 
the land same as the spring flood along 
the lower Mississippi are a benefit to 
the surrounding farms.

Theodore Nienaber, the man who 
conducts a roadhouse just north of 
Winthrop Harbor at the state line was 
the victim of one of the most sensation- 
al holdups at 11:30 Saturday morning 
that has taken pla'ce in Lake county in 
yearif. 

Nienaber was robbed at the point of 
revolvers held by two young men who 
were waiting for him on Sheridan road 
just north of Camp Logan after evi- 
dently having learned that he had just 
drawn ?557 from the Zion City State 
bank and was enroute home to use the 
money to cash 'checks, etc., over Sun- 
day. 

The robbers got away with the mon- 
ey, Nienaber giving it up when he saw 
they had the best of him. 

Mr. Nienaber was enroute home with 
the money, cjriving a single rig. Just 
south of Winthrop Harbor, near a 
clump of bushes and trees, two young 
men with the lower portions of their 
faces covered with black maslia 
stepped into the road and ordered him 
-"^0 leave the rig. He naturally obeyed 
because each carried a revolver which 
was leveled at his head. 

When he l^t the rig, they >vhipped 
up his horse, driving it into the field so 
its presence alone would not attract 
attention and then they led Mr. Niena- 
ber mto the field where they searched 
him, taking hia money and they then 
tied him to a tree. 

They had a brand new clothes line 
which had never been used before 
hence the knots did not remain very 
tight and he was able finally to work 
the knots loose, made his way to Win- 
throp Harbor and the Zion. Kenosha 
and Waukegan police were notified. 

Mr. Nienaber at once offered a re- 
ward of $50 each for the arrest of the 
men and the oflicers along the shore 
were therefore inspired to pet busy on 
thfc case in their effort to locate them. 
The whole vicinity about Zion was 
stirred greatly over the holdup which 
was the most sensational that has ever 
occurred in that part of the county. 
Street car lines and the Northwestern 
road were watched closely all afternoon 
by officers and citizens seeking to get 
tho holdup men. 

Nienaber states that he could iden- 
tify the men if he saw them again aL 
though he could not see the lower part 
of their f^ce.

Two brothers, Arthur and Michael 
l^cAree, aged 66 and 57 years, who 
lived on a farm on the Mumfore Road, 
were fatally injured on Saturday night: 
about six-thirty o'clock at the Grand 
avenue crossing of the Chicago and 
Milwaukee Electric railroad, when the 
bugfiy in which they were driving was 
struck by a rapidly moving south-bound 
electric car. Arthur was killed almost

The fact that 
the horse was thrown on the east side 
of the track and the two brothers on 
the west side indicates that they were 
isquarely on the track when the acci- 
dent took place. Their bodies 
thrown about fifteen feet and 
under a fence. 

Deputy Coroner Conrad arrived on 
the scene in his automobile soon after 
the accident. He preceeded Dr. Knight 
physician for the railroad company by 
a very brief period of time. Both ex- 
amined thejbody of Arthur McAree 
and saw at once that he was dead. 
They then turned their attention to the 
other brother who it was seen was still 
alive.

Ex-Presldenl Says He Did Not Be- 
lieve Bllas Ever Demanded a Con- 
tribution From Archbold — Corpora- 
tion Gifts Are Not Denied. 



Washington, Oct 7.— In the follow- 
ing words Theodore Roosevelt sum- 
marized his testimony here Friday at 
the close of the first part of his hear- 
ing before the Clapp committee of tho 
senate Investigating campaign funds: 
"I asked no man to contribute to the 
campaign fund when I was elected 
president of tho United States, and I 
wish to reiterate that Mr. Bliss nnd 
Mr. Cortelyou both assured me that 
no promise had been made as a return 
for any contribution. Neither they nor 
anyone else having authority asked 
mo to act or refrain from acting In 
any manner while I was president be- 
cause any contribution had been made 
or withheld. 

"Gentlemen, could I put It ,more 
sweeplngly?" / 

The colonel speclflcally denied that 
ho ever asked for contributions to hla 
1904 campaign fund or that ho had 
knoifrn of any contribution by J. P. 
Morgan. To these statements he 
added that he had ordered tho return 
to the Standard Oil company of any 
contribution It might have made In 
1904; that he Had been assured by 
George B. Cortelyou "only yesterday" 
that ho knew of no such contribution 
and that he did not believe Cornelius 
N. Bliss ever demanded a contribu- 
tion from John D. Archbold or from 
any corporation by any methods of 
extortion. 

Colonel Roosevelt did not deny that 
corporations had contributed to the 
1904 campaign. He said hla letters 
and published statements always bad 
acknowledged that fact but he speci- 
fied that no such contributions had 
been obtained under any suggestion 
that the administration would reward 
the givers with special favors. 

"Senator Penrose should be driven 
from tho senate." ho declared, . "be- 
cause of his acknowledged friendli- 
ness with Standard Oil Interesta.' 
Charles D. Hlllos and Congressman 
Bartholdt should be forced to prove 
their statements that tho Roosevelt 
primary campaign funds this year had 
amounted to $3,000,000 or $4,000,000 
or should he driven out of public life." 
Washington, Oct 5. — Tho star wit- 
ness — and a willing one — J. Plerpont 
Morgan appeared before tho senate 
campaign fund Investigating commit- 
tee Thursday. He tostlficd: 

That bo contributed $150,000 to the 
Republican war chest In 1904 In two 
payments of $100,000 and $50,000. the 
latter In cash. 

That no contribution was asked by 
Roosevelt In 1004. and that he had no 
communication with anyone at the 
White House on tho subject 

That his contribution was duo to 
fear of the effect a Democratic victory 
In Now York would havo on the coun- 
try. 

Charles H. Duell followed Mr. Mor- 
gan on the stand. Mr. Duell, who In 
1904 waa assistant trfeaaurer of the 
Ropubllcntt national committee, know 
of no contribution by John D. Arch- 
bold under that name. Ho knew there 
had been "several contributions of 
$100,000 each and that the Inaurance 
companlea each had given $50^000."

STATES IN THE BALKANS PLAN 
TO MOVE ON TURKEY. 



Four Hundred Are Slain In Battle B»- 

tween Bulgarians and Turks 

on the Border. 

London.Oct C— Fighting which began 
on tho Bulgarian and Servian frontiers 
has been renewed with increased vig- 
or, and tho war in tho Balkans la a 
reality. 

The Balkan governments are rush- 
ing with all posalbio haste the comple- 
tion of their mobilization plans and a 
formal declaration of hostilities Is now 
waited to set the augmented and com- 
bined forces of Bulgaria, Greece, Ser- 
via and Montenegro In motion against 
Turkey. 

Tho advance guard of the Bulgarian 
army Is advancing on Adrlanople, bMt 
serious resistance is being met with 
en route. Several engagements have 
been fought Tho entire Bulgarian 
army will follow this route Into Tur- 
key, It Is believed, as a straight march 
from Adrlanople would bring tho 
troops to Constantinople. Four hun- 
dred troops en both aides are reported 
slain in a battlo at Harmanll, la Bul- 
garia. 37 miles north of Adrianoplo. 

With the Bulgarlana active In north- 
eastern Turkey, the Servians have as- 
sumed the -aggreaslve on their own 
border In northwestern Turkey, and 
tho Montenegrins are active efn tho ex- 
tremo northwestern frontier. Three 
battalions of Montenegrins havo 
crossed the frontier north' of Skutarl. 
AcroBB tho line they wero Joined by 
tho Malllasorl trlboamon, and the two 
forces are advancing to meet the 
Turklah troops. Thua Turkey la har- 
rassed at three widely separated 
points.

WASIIINQTON.— Danger of the total 
extinction of tho whalo through 
"ovornshlng" U dealt with in tho thlr- 
toenth annuol report on naherieB, Is- 
sued by tho board of agriculture and 
Jlflherlofl. 

It 1b unquostlonablo, says tho report, 
that In tho caao of a slow-growing and 
. alow-roproduclng animal llko the 
"Whale, nltliough, owing to Its wide 
range. It wlli probably never bo nhso- 
lutoly extormlnlod, excoBaivo hunting 
Bpoodlly rcBultfl In a very marked de- 
pletion of the atock. 

. Tho practical extinction of tho 
Basque and Greenland whnlo flahortcs 
haa abundantly proved thlB. It must 
bo romombered, too, that thla result 
WttB brought about by mcana of tho 
open and hand harpoon — mothoda 
vblch are now obBolete. 

Tho Greenland whale waa a com- 
paratively BluggtBh and timid animal. 
wboHo capture by tho method referred 
to preaontod little diniculty, wheroaa 
the rorquals and other apecIcB wore 
not only too swift, but too dangerous 
to bo attacked In the same manner aa 
ibo "right" whale. 

With the Introduction* however, of 



tho harpoon with oxploBlvo Bhcll, dls> 
charged from a cannon mounted In 
the bowa of a steamer, the condltlona 
were entirely changed, and tho species 
formerly Immune from attack could 
now bo hunted with Impunity. 

Tho result of thlB revolution In tho 
conditions under which tho flahlng 
could be prosecuted 1b aeon In the 
enormous dlmenBlona which tho In- 
dustry has attained at tho present 
day. 

It Is catlmatcd that In 1011 between 
19.000 and 20,000 whalcB were cap- 
tured In the southern hemisphere 
alono (South Qcorgla, South Shetland, 
South America and Africa), to which 
has to bo added tho catch In North 
America, Japan. Faroe, Iceland, Spltz- 
bergen and Greenland, and thoao flg- 
uea win probably be greatly exceed- 
ed In 1912, aa numerous new com- 
panies have been formed to exploit 
Alaskan, Australasian and Sandwich 
island waters. 

This whoicsalo dcDtructlon must in- 
evitably tell Ita talo within a few 
years, and, as a matter of fact, In 
Newfoundland and Iceland fears ore 
already entertained that tho flahlng la 
on tho decllno. 

U would not. therefore, bo a matter 
for surprise If, within a few yonra, It 
may bo found neccsaary to eatabllRh 
something In tho nature of Interna- 
tional control, and tho precedent ot 
tho Bchrlng sea! fishery shows how 
vexed a queation whaling may ulti- 
mately become.

Prevented' the Loss of Thirty. 

Five of His Crew In 

Cour d'Alene. 



New York. — Prof, Welling, tanned 
and toughened by his Bummer's work 
In tho Coeur d'Aleno national forest 
reservation, hold bis eastern visitors 
Bpellbound with stories of tho fight he 
had helped to make against tho fearfal 
forest llres. Bays the Youth's Compan- 
ion. He had gone out, with two others, 
under government commission, to 
study tho forest and, coming back In 
August, they had mot tho fires and 
Spent almost a month In fighting their 
tfay out of them. 

"There are real men among those 
forest rangerB," ho weq^t on. "In fact, 
thero Is no placo for anything that Is 
not genuine up there. Tho most thj-lll- 
Ing story of herolam that I have heard 
In a long time la the story of Ranger 
Pulaski. It did not happen in the part 
of tho reservation where I was. but 1 
can vouch for its truth, for I havo 
talked with wmo of the men who 
were with him. 

"Pulaski had forty men under him, 
and they had been fighting a big fire 
for hours. Suddenly tho wind rose un- 
til it blew a gale. T^o fire got beyon^ 
them, and It became a question of 
saving tho lives of the men. They 
were many miles from a railroad or a 
Wearing. 

"Pulaakl remembered thfit about a 
mile frqni where they wore working 
was an abandoned mine shaft that ran 
back about forty feet Into tho hillside. 
Ho ordered the men to snatch their 
btankota from the camp and run, for 
this shaft. Once there, they packed 
theraaelves like q^ardlnes Into the hole. 
Pulaski placed himself at the opening 
and stretched a blanket across It. 

"In a few minutes tho firo overtook 
them. Tho blanket at tho opening 
caught and Pulaski Jerked It away. 
Again nnri again this wna done, and 
when tho Bupply of blanketB ran low 
ho held tho burning fragmenta across 
tho mouth of the shaft with hia baro 
hands. 

"Tho BUfToring of tho men from tho 
heat and smoke waa pltlfuL They 
were fairly maddened by it, and aorao 
of them made a wild attempt to push 
their way out of the shaft. For a 
while Pulaski held them back by sheer 
physical strength, for ho was an un- 
usually strong man. But he Itncw that 
he must aoon bo overpowered and that 
the men. In their frenzy, would rush 
out to certain death. He drew his re- 
volver and told them that ho would 
kin tho first man who attempted to 
break away. The men know that ho 
meant 4t, too, and that knowledge 
brought them hack to reason. 

"It wasn't more than twenty minutes 
before the worst of tho fire had passed 
the shafL When It was safo to crawl 
out' thoy found that five of the men 
wore dead from suffocation, but tho 
other thlrty-flvo woroiall right, ^ulas- 
kl liin^self was blinded and burned, but 
his sight was partly restored. Ho lost 
five men, to bo sure, but with leaa 
courage and prcaonco of mind he 
would havo Vest thorn all. I tako off 
my hat to such a man. Ho la a real 
hero." •

Intoreitlna Comparison of Those of 

Elflhty Year* Ago With Jerry M.'i 

Recent Remarkable Race 

In Ireland. 

Carrying 175/poundB and racing over 
turf,' making many Jumps, Jerry M.; an 
Irish thorougbbrod. covered a distance 
of four miles In ton minutes fiat. 
He U considered tho greatest horao 
In Ireland, and perhaps on tho con- 
tinent, and In view of tho heavy weight 
carried, la truly a wondor. But, says 
a writer In tho HorBOahoorB* Journal, 
what about tho old warriors of tho 
America^ turf, thoBO of the '30s and 
MOs going tho aame route, working at 
the trotting gait and covering dls- 
tances In a llttlo Blower time. 

Tho Dutchman, In May, 1836, on tho 
CentorvlUo (L, I.) courBO under saddle 
and at tho trotting gait, went four 
mll<i» In 10:51. Tho weight carried 
by the horse 1b not stated, but Judg- 
ing from -Hiram WoodrutTs Bcallng of 
160 pounds, wrtthout saddle, It 1b safe 
to Bay that tho Dutchman carried near- 
ly aB much weight as Jerry M. did 
when ho won tho Liverpool Grand Na^ 
ttonal Steeplcohase recently In ten 
minutes. 

When It 1b considered that the 
Dutchman worked at tho trotting gait, 
the performance 1b all the greater. 
Ten minutes and flfty-ono seconds for 
four ralloB was tho best of early days, 
and tho mark was a record for many 
years for trottera working under sad- 
dle. Reduced to mllea It means that 
tho average for each was 2:42%. 

The record for runners for four 
miles raado previous to 1812, was held 
by Fashion, who won over Boston, a 
nlne-ycarK)ld, In 7:32^ or 1:15^ for 
each mllo covered. ' Tho record was 
establlBhed at Union Course, L. y, In 
May, 1842, tho beat previous record 
for the samo distance being held by 
Eclipse in a race with Henry over tho 
aame course In May, 1S23, tho tlmo be- 
ing 7:37. 

The wonderful- prowess of Eclipse 
and other horses of the time was es- 
tablished by tho fact that they could 
repeat tho same long distance on the 
same day, though not in tlnio' as 
fast as the first heat Ecltpso In bis 
race worked under tho three In five 
plan, and each heat was made In time 
as follows: First heat, 7:37; second 
hfeat 7:49; third heat, 8:24. This was 
In 1823, 89 years ago, when blood was 
put to a test, tho four mllea route be- 
ing not an uncommon thing to wlt- 
nesB. 

''Tracing the lines of the thorough- 
breds back Into history, how many 
times we see the name of Eclipse men- 
tioned; his blood Intermingles with 
the very select of the present day, 
and tho reason why Is easily seen. 
Time has not bade great changes la 
the thoroughbred line If the perform- 
ances of Eclipse are figured up.

St Stephen's Cnthodrnl In Vienna, 
•where the Eucharlatic Congreaa, an In- 
ternational meeting of the Cathollo 
church, was heldrwas started In 1144 
by Duko Henry Jasomlrgott of Baden- 
berg. At that time Vienna was sur^ 
rounded by a wall to protect tho city 
from tho Invasion of the Tartars, 
Turks and other savage tribes. Tho

It was damaged 
by fire and other nccldcnta caused It 
to fall Into ruin.

The south tower, tho chief glory of 
the cathedral, was not finished until 
several years after the duke's death, 
although the designs made by tho 
duke wcro carried out. Tho towor. 
with Its turrets and spiracles, tapers 
up In a floriated aplro to tho gilt cross 
nearly four hundred and fifty feet from 
tho ground. Tho cathedral Is ono of 
the most remarkable examples of 
Gothic architecture and ranks among 
the most beautiful church odlQccs la 
the world. 



LIVE STOCK A8 HOME GRAIN 
MARKET MAKERS. 

Tn talking with Professor Hunzlker, 
Chief of the Department of Dairy Hus- 
bandry at Purdue, on the subject of 
Llvo Stock on tho Farm, as profltnblo 
market makers for tho farm grain 
products, the Professor gave )lho fol- 
lowing interesting table on posslblo 
corn consumption by dairy cattle niono 
In Indiana, 

He said; "I have not tho necessary 
statistics within reach to estimate 
what portion of tho corn crop of our 
stato Is consumed by dairy cattle or 
that by beef cattle, but take for In- 
stance, ns an estimate, according to 
tho United Statca census report for 
1910, the corn crop In Indiana avor- 
ngod 39.3 bushels per acre. It Is es- 
timated that with this yield, that the 
aero will prodnbo about ten tons of 
corn sllago. Tho average cow eats 
during tho year (about eight months) 
six tons of corn silage, containing 
about twenty-throo and one-hnlf bush- 
els' of corn. Tho nverago cow possi- 
bly receives four pounds of corn meal 
dally eight months of tho year, 
nnfountlng to fourteen bushels of corn. 
Thus the total corn consumed per cow 
In the State would averngo thirty-sev- 
en and one-half bushels; as wo havo 
CCG.OQO dairy cows In Indiana, the dairy 
consumption would amount to about 
24,9.75,000 bushels annually.

NOTHING could bo more boautl-, 
ful than tho RuBlan churches, 
with tholr gUdod domes. The 
,bank8 of tho rlvor Nova, witli 
Its quays of pink granlto, Us 
rows of splendid palaces, In Which 
aro' accumulated an endless wealth of 
aiiporb pictures, statues and fuml- 
turo form an entrancing apoctacle. 
Tho nusalan grando dame adores lux- 
ury, and n ball In. one of tho great 
private palaces or at tho court Is tho 
last word of earthly splendor. 'At tho 
opera tho nuBslan noblewoman has 
her box for tho whole Benson. There, 
surrounded by her frlonda, nft If In 
her own drawing room, sho receives 
during the entr'actes tho hoata-of her 
admirers. There you seo tho higher 
odlcers of the army and navy and 
prominent statesmen and function- 
aries. The society woman's evening 
costume is dovered with Jewels to an 
amazing extent, (for Rusalans love 
theso ornaments as the Orientals do. 
St. Petersburg is a superb city and 
very Interesting to visit, but It Is be- 
coming ■ every day more and more 
European, while Its older stster, Mos- 
cow, has kept Its peculiar aspect. 
Those Xho havo visited the Kremlin 
at Moscow on a winter night, lighted 
by the palo radiance of tho moon, 
will toll you that tho memory Is un- 
forgotable. You might think you 
wore revisiting a scene ot "The Ara- 
bian NighU." 

Truly Beautiful City. 
After a "somewhat monotonous rail- 
•way journey, tho traveler sees with 
■pleaaure tho gilded domes of St. Pe- 
tersburg as he approaches the city. 
It Is truly a beautiful city, on the 
banks of tho splendid Neva, which re-, 
mains \fr02en for five months. 

When the Ice floes begin to ciyne 
down from Lake Ladoga, where tho 
Neva takes Ita source. It Is an Inter- 
esting spectacle to see tho sheets of 
Ice freo7.o together and. form a com- 
«J3^ field of Ice over the rapid rlve^-. 
Aa soon as tho Ice la found solid the 
St, Petersburg people make regular 
streets and avenues across IL They 
make holes In the ice in regular ollgn- 
ment, and into each of these holes 
they place a young pino tree sur- 
rounded with anow. Immediately the 
tree la frozen there in tho Ice, and It 
, Is thus that tho principal avenues 
are formed across tho Ice which be- 
comoB capable of bearing the heav- 
. lost trafflc. At Intervals along tho 
nvonuos lantorna on posts are con- 
Btnicted and after that little houses 
called "boutka" are built In whjch the 
police charged with watching tho ice 
tramc remain on duty day and night. 
On January-C occurs tho great fete 
called tho "Baptism of tho Neva." The 
clergy como In a great procession 
wearing all tholr vestments and car- 
rying a banner to meet the czar at 
his palaco on the banks of tho river. 
A pathway to Nevfi Is prepared In ad- 
- Vance with Oriental rugs. The czar, 
surrounded by his court, descends tho 
Bteps to tho river, following the high 
priest and his assistants bearing tho 
cross and the Bncred Images. They 
make a great hole in tho Ico, after 
which cornea the religious ceremony 
which includea the solemn blesBlnga 
of tho waters. Afterwards tho czar 
and the principal persona present re- 
turn to the winter palace whoro a 
great banquet Is hold. 
- During tho winter there Is not only 
a .vast amount of skating on tho Nova, 
but the Rusalana hold balls and other 
entertain monts there. Thoy mark off 
n groat square space on tho Ice In the 
mldat of which a stand for the or- 
oheatra Is constructed -from blocks of 
■ Ico covered with bear akina. 

Similar blocks of Ice. also well cov- 
ered with bear skins, serve aa seats 
for tho dancers. Pages stand about 
with torohea to light tho merry ma- 
hers. Colored lanterns of all kinds 
hung on posts around the dancing 
floor m'ako tho spectacle n falryliko 
one. Tlio guests come In coBtuhies 
of heavy velvet. Tho women wear 
Bhort skirts trimmed with fur, pretty 
little high booU matching the cos- 
tume and fetching llttio fur caps. 
WBually. ornamented with nn aigrette 
fastened on with a jowelod clasp. Tho 
men "wear loose breeches of velvet 
thrust Into the boots, and . caftans 
lined and trimmed wltK "fur. You 
must understand that this e^^losure 
Is not covered In but Is oponNo the 
winter sky and tho light of tho moon. 
City's Gay Night Lifo.>* ." •■ 
Tho RusalanB love night life. Very 
"'\ often after leaving the theater they 
go to the little lalanda on the farther 
side- of tho; Nova. It > only means a 
trip of ten minutes In a sleigh to 
cross tho Nova. On Ihoae lalanda 
nro chormlng; housbs" of' wood; which 



servo as realdences to rich families 
who paas tho eummer there and are 
DometLmes opened for brief periods in 
winter. 

There are also delightful reatau- 
rants on these Islands. It is a favor- 
ite amusement of thoHussiansto run 
over to these Islnnds'ln winter on o 
sleigh or a "troika." Especially on a 
flne moonlight night doea this amuao- 
ment attract a great number of pleas- 
ure seekers. On such a night you will 
hear many a joyous company making 
merry and supping on these Islands. 
Tho tzlganes or Dobomlan musicians 
alng and play, while the othera dance 
and drink. All night long until tho 
next day la In Bight doea tho morry^ 
making continue. 

The troika car la a large Blelgh 
with four places drawn by three 
horaea. Tho middle horao Is a trot- 
ter, while tho two othera gallop. This 
produces a very exciting combination, 
which la known In Italian ns a "fan- 
taala." Of the four occupants of tho 
troika two sit on tho front seat with 
backs to tho horses, while the two 
othera face them. All aro warmly 
protected by fur coata which cover up 
tholr loga completely. 

Horse racea nro among the many 
amuaemci\ts that aro held on tho 
frozeh Nova. Hut at last comes tho 
spring, with its molting of snow and 
Ice and the breaking up of the river's 
solid surface. For several days the 
ico becomes gray, and people are 
then forbidden to cross. The Ice be- 
gins to tromblo, and a dull sound la 
heard more or less contlnuoualy. 
Then tho cannon roars from the fort- 
reas on the other aide of the Neva In 
face of tho winter palace, announcing 
to tho people tho annual breaking up 
of the Ice. 

If the wind happens to blow from 
tho Baltic all the broken blocks of 
ice begin to Jostlo and acrapo togeth- 
er In an extraordinary manner. The 
quays are covered. with people watch- 
ing thia remarkable Bpectaclo. When 
the Nova Is fl^t last frco from tho Ice 
and the water resumes Ita clear and 
limpid character_tho governor of tho 
fortress la the flrat person to cross 
the river In a boat. "WTien he reachoa 
the middle of tho Nova ho (Ills .- a 
golden goblet with tho water and car- 
ries It to tho emperor who awaits 
him surrounded by his ofScera on tho 
stepB of tho palace. ( 

Tho czar drinks tho goblet of water 
and returns It to tho governor filled 
with gold coins. For this reason it Is 
said that tho goblet becomes larger 
every year, which la Inconvenient for 
the czar, who does not like to have to 
drljik 80 much cold water. A salute 
of 100 guns from tho fortress then 
announces that navigation Is open. A 
fleet of pleasure boats covers the 
river almost Immediately, and this 
means that summer la cloae upon us. 
The Broadway of St Potorsburg la 
^he Ncvsky Prospekt, whlcTi begins In 
the old commercial quarter of tho city 
and reaches to the great open place 
before the Cathedral of Isaac.

CHIEF IN ANIMAL HUSBANDRY, 
Market conditions have a peculiarly 
Important bearing upon tho cattle- 
feeding buslnes. A knowledge of these 
conditions and of tho factors which af- 
fect them Is essential to a thoroi^h 
understanding of tho principles of pro- 
ntablo cattle feeding. A clear con- 
ceptlon of the world-wldo Influences 
that govern supply and demand will 
Bid materially In i>rmlng a correct 
estimate of present conditions and 
future tendencies In our own country. 
It Is therefore appropriate to consider 
at the outset the world's supply of 
cattle and relations thereto. 

In the following table are given 
enumerations of cattlo In tho coun- 
tries indicated. In round numbers. 

Certain allowances must be made In 
conBl'derlng these flgures. Tho cattle 
of British India, for Instant, are not 
commonly used for beef, but consist 
chiefly of water buffalo, which aro 
kept as work animals. In some other 
countries cattlo are used only for milk 
or work, and may therefore bo largely 



disregarded In the present connection. 
It iB catimated that tho total number 
of cattle kept chiefly or largely for 
beef production la approximately 300,- 
000.000; lionco tho United States 
poasessQB nearly one-fourth the num- 
ber of beef cattle In the entire world. 
Considering size and typo of cattlo It 
may be stated that this country pro- 
duces approximately one-third of the 
world's supply of beef.

CANDLES THAT NEVER GO OUT 



In tho Tomb of Russia's Cxar Tapers 
Burn Constantly at Head and 
Foot of Coffin. 

Tn. the vault In the Fortroas Cat^io- 
dral of St. Peter and St, Paul In St. 
Petersburg, the place ot burial of tho 
czars, two great candles aro always 
kept burning, one at tho head and the 
other at the foot of the coflln of the 
czar last burled." 

These candles, which are' replaced 
Immediately .they aro burned down, 
havp been kept burning constantly 
since tho burial of Alexander II. In 
1881, at the head and foot of his 
tomb and were transferred In 1904 to 
tho head and foot 'of tho next czar to 
die. There thoy will remain until an- 
other emporor dies and is burled. 

A guard of ofllclala In aoml-mllltary 
uniform Is always on duty to keep tho 
candlea trimmed and alight, with 
strict orders never to lot odo go out. 
The sacred lire of Beheran In a 
temple In tho village of Oodwada, 
India, has been kept burning, It Is stat- 
td, for twelve hundred years and Is a 
meccn for thousands^ of pUgrlma ev- 
ery year. Tho tomb i of Tlppo Sahib 
at Serlngapatam Is lit by a number 
of silver lamps which aro kept always 
lU.— Harper's .Weekly.

larvae or the larvae of moths. The 
latter aro" of fewer kinds but of greater 
capacity for mischief than the former. 
At any particular time and place, half 
a dozen of those Insects may bo pres- 
ent working In various ways, some of 
them Indeed, not directly injurious, but 
fepdlng on chaff or other granary 
debris and obnoxious merely by their 
presence. Of tho others, one or more 
may bo Injuring Individual kernelB of 
grain in a way to mako them unfit for 
food and also clogging some parts of 
tho raaqjilnery by webbing together 
masses of flour. Further harm may 
bo done/by causing fermentation In 
the storod grain. Tho percontngo of 
actual injury may not be large for 
the wholo mass Infested, but tho nere 
presence of conslderablo numbers of 
these Insects reduces the value of 
grain or flour and may Interfere seri- 
ously with Its sale^ 

Over fifty species Uvo habitually or 
occasionally in stored cereals and 
cereal prodiicte In the United States, 
but only about ten of these are of 
tho flrst Importance. Seventeen are 
habitual' grain eaters, but tho food of 
tho others Is comparatively mlscel* 
laneous. Including granary rubbish, de- 
composing substances, cloth materials, 
and dried animal matter. Those 
which nro regarded as of prime Im- 
portance are tho Angoumols grain 
moth; tho meal snout-moth, the con- 
fused flour beetle, the granary weevil, 
tho rlce-weovll, tho aaw-tooth grain 
weevil, and the yellow meal worm. 
Of the eight remaining habitual grain 
eaters, about two thirds are cloHoly 
related to one or more of the preced- 
ing, but Bpeclflcally dlatlnct and less 
numerous. Among tho forty species 
which are classed as miscellaneous 
In tholr food habits, somo such as the 
carpet-beetles, aro usually household 
insects, and others Infest museums, 
while a large number simply enter the 
granary, not merely because it con- 
tains grain, but for other food and for 
shelter. Many of these Insects aro 
introduoed species of cosmopolitan 
range, and are scattered abroad In 
shipments ot stored grain and other, 
products,
